HENRY RICHARDSON A CANDIDATE 


For the Place to Which Mr. Myrick 
Is Aspiring. 


A FEATURE THAT CAUSES MUCH TALK. 


Other Gossip of the National Capital—The 
Georgia Boys and Tbeir Prospects. 
News ot Gene Interest. 


Wadhington, April 10.—(Special.)—Mr. 
Bascom Myrick was at the state depart- 
ment early this morning prepared to dis- 
prove the charges that have been made 
against him to prevent his appointment as 
consul general to Berlin. Mr. Myrick 
had an interview with Assistant Secretary 
Quincey. He was informed that there were 
no written charges against him but that 
verbal protests had been made by othér ap- 
plicanta from Georgia on the grounds that 
he was not entitled to recognition to their 
exclusion, he having opposed Clevland’s 
nomination bitterly while they advocated 
it. Charges had also been made that he 
had been abusive of Mr. Cleveland per- 
sonally through the columns of his paper 
during the campaign preceding the nomi- 
nation. 

Mr. Myrick denied the charges and re- 
quested that in view of thém the depart- 
ment would have an examination of the 
files of his paper made. Mr. Quincey 
agreed to do this, and immediately delegat- 
ed one of the most careful clerks in the 
department to go through the files and pfe- 
pare a brief of all articles that he might 
find bearing upon the charges that had been 
made against Mr. Myrick. Mr. Myrick 
produced his files for the past two years. 
They are now being examined at the de- 
partment. 

Mr. Myrick feels confident that the exam- 
ination will utterly disprove the charges 
that he had been abusive of Mr. Cleve- 
land personally. The examination will 
probably be concluded about Wednesday. 

Mr. Myrick then called upon Secretary 
Smith and had an interview with him which, 
however, resulted in but little. Mr. My- 
rick simply made the same proposition to 
Mr. Smith that he had made to the de 
partment, feeling confident that he could 
disabuse hig: mind. Mr. Smith said he 
would examine the papers and if he found 
that he was in error, he would go to the 
president and withdraw the objection he 
made to Mr. Myrick’s appointment. 

A very funny incident in connection with 
the fight against Mr. Myrick is that since 
it commenced, Mr. F. H. Richardson, 
editor of The Atlanta Journal, has changed 
his application in the state department 
from minister to Venezuela to consul general 
to Berlin, the place Mr.: Myrick is applying 
for. Mr. Richardson’s.application was 
filed several days ago by Mr. Harvey 
Johnson,’ But Mr. Myrick has the endorse- 
ments of all the Georgia delegation for this 
place while Mr. Richardson’s endorsements 
from the same were for minister to Vene- 
zuela. There is a great deal of specula- 
tion here as to what this means and as to 
how the change was brought about. Mr. 
Richardson has rot been here recently 
though he is expected tomorrow. 

Waiting for Mr. Blount 

The president did not return from Wil- 
mington until 11 o’clock this morning and 
as a consequence the senate had to jog along 
without receiving any nominations. ‘The 
senate is having but little to do and the 
senators are growing very weary of staying 
here to be besieged and hunted by the 
hungry horde of office seekers. A commit- 
tee will probably be sent to the president 
tomorrow to ascertain how much longer 
he desires the senate to remain in session. 
The senators are very anxious to adjourn 
this week. It is understood that Mr. 
Cleveland wants the senate to remain in 
session until Mr. Blount returns from 
Hawaii and makes his report of the con- 
dition of affairs there. Whatever is done 
in the matter must be acted upon by the 
senate. However, it is not known when 
Mr. Blount will reach’ San Francisco and 
unless something is heard from him this 
week it is probable that the senate will 
adjourn. 


Which Is Dean? 


President Cleveland has been called upon 
to decide who is the déan of the diplomatic 
corps. It seems that Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote notified the state department a month 
ago that, he had been elevated to ambassa- 
dor, but up to the present time he has not 
filed the official ‘papers from the English 
government. A few days ago France ele- 
vated M. Patenotre, her minister, to an 
ambassador and he has filed the official no- 
tification with the  gtate department. 
Though the English ambassador first ~noti- 
fied the president the French ambassador 
first filed his official papers and the ques- 
tion now agitating the diplomatic corps is 
who is dean? President Cleveland will 
probably be called upon to decide. Sir 
Julian has been considered dean since his 
elevation, but now’ Mr. Patenotre claims 
that honor. The question is a sweet mor- 
sel upon the lips of Washington society. 
Indeed, it is the main subject’ of discussion 
among those society folks who don’t want 
office. 

‘And Again the “Exs.”’ 


The postmaster general has informed 
Colonel Livingston that the rule of the 
department would prevent tlic reappoini- 
ment of a postmaster who held the office 
under the last democratic administration 
if there were other applicants in the field. 
Thus in the appointment of postmasters 
the “ex” rule will apply.

BACK TO WASHINGTON, 


The President ana His Party Leave Wilming« 
ton Amid Cheers. 


Wilmington, Del., April, 10.—President 
Cleveland and party accompanied by Am- 
bassador Bayard, left ‘“‘Delamore place” 
at 7:30 o’clock this morning and rede to 
the Pennsylvania depot in closed carriages. 
Crowds of people began forming at the 
depot as early as 7 o'clock. The president, 
Secretary Gresham and Senator White, 
after bidding Mr. Bayard a cordial fare- 
well, hurried into the car as quickly as 
possible. The crowd then surrounded the 
car and cheered the president at every op- 
portunity. The express train ‘rolled into 
the depot at 8:30 o'clock. Their car was 
quickly attached and the train drew out on 
its way to Washington. Previous to the 
express train’s arrival, and while the crew 
of the shifting engine was preparing to move 
the special car in position, several young 
men attempted to climb on the platform on 
which the president was standing. They 
endeavored to grasp his hand. Mr. Gleve- 
land noticed the preparations of the train- 
men and remarked “be careful boys, don’t 
get hurt. This is a bad place for congratu- 
lations.” 

The president was standing on the plat- 
form when the car was drawn out on the 
main track. The train pulled out of the depot 
slowly. The crowds cheered again and 
again. Mr. Cleveland took off his hat and 
stood bareheaded until the rear of the 
train had passed from the shed. Then he 
turned and went into the car. 

Arrival in Washington. : 

President Cleveland, Secretay Gresham 
and Senator White arrived in Washington 
this morning. The white house carriage 
met the party at the station and proceed- 
ed steadily up Pennsylvania avenue to the 
white house, where Mr. Cleveland alighted. 
Secretary Gresham was driven to the state 
Mepartment and Senator White to bis hotel. 

PERU WILL COMPLY 
With the Demand of the United States for 
Reparation. 

Washington, April 10.—The Peruvian gov- 
ernment has taken the initiatory steps to- 
ward complying with the demands of the 
United States that aration be made for 
the outrage committed on one of its con- 
sular agencies in Peru. It was not until 
this morning that the name of Spe place at- 
tacked, which was omitted in the first dis- 
patch from Minister Hicks notifying Secreta- 
ry Gresham Of the affair, was made known 
to the state department. The information 
was contained in a cablegram from Minister 
Hicks, stating that the consular agency at- 
tacked is at Mollendo, Peru, and that in 
answer to the demand for satisfaction made 
by the administration of the government of 
Peru immediately removed .the subprefect 
of the department in which Mollendo is sit- 
uated and promised to provide suitable re 
paration; and furthermore that the govern- 
ment has expressed its regrets for the oc- 
currence. ‘This information is entirely sat- 
isfactory to the United States government. 

The name of the consular agent at Mol- 
lendo, which is omitted from the dispatches 
received from Minister Hicks, is William 
R. Griffith, He was appointed from Penn- 
sylvania, March 30, 1889, 

No news has been received by Secretary 
Gresham concerning the reported outrage 
eae a United States consulate in Bo- 
ivia. 


CONDITION OF WINTER WHEAT. 


Report of the Statistician of the Agricultural 
Department. 

Washington, April 10.—The April report 
of the statistician of the department of agri- 
culture makes the average condition of win- 
ter wheat on the Ist of April 77.4 against 
81.2 last year, and that of rye 85.7. The 
averages of the principal wheat states are: 
Ohio, 87; Michigan, 74; Indiana, 82; Illi- 
nois, 72; Missouri, 88; Kansas, 62. The 


average of these six states is 74.2, against: 


77 in April 1892. It is 88 in New York, 
87 in Pennsylvania, 89 in Maryland and 87 
in Virginia. . 

The southern states range from 83 in 
Tennessee to 100 in Texas. The Pacific 
states show a fovorable condition with the 
exception of California, where too much 
rain is reported. Seeding was late in the 
Ohio and Mississippi valleys, be- 
cause ,of widely prevalent drought, 
causing poor condition of soil 
and retarding germination and in 
some cases wholly preventing the same, as 
in Kansas, where the reports show a total 
failure. Over considerable areas in the At- 
lantic, middle southern and Pacific states 
seeding conditions were favorable. The 
plant entered winter in the main wheat- 
producing states in a low state of vitality, 
caused by persistent drought and cold 
weather, with the exception of California, 
where excessive rains produced a. similar 
effect. Damage from the hessian fly is 
noted in parts of the states of Ohio, Michi- 
gan, Indiana and Illinois. .Snay covering 
has been general throughout the eastern, 
miniddle and .northwestern states; but not- 
withstanding the reports show much. abate- 
ment from the benefits of protection thus af- 
forded because of the excessive cold of the 
winter and high winds, the alternate thawin 
and freezing in the latter end of the gi 
of February and through _ March. The 
April bulletin will contain a report of the 
condition of the live stock at the close of 
winter and estimated losses. |

And Work Will Go on at the World's 
Fair Grounds. 


THE STRIKE DID. NOT LAST LONG 


An Agreement Reached Between 
Contractors and the Men. 


NON-UNION MEN REMAIN AT WORK. 


It Was a Strike of the Leaders—The Men 
Did Not Want to Quit Work—A 
. Lively Little Riot. 


Chicago, April 10.—The great strike 
at the world’s fair is a thing of the past, 
and the men who walked out this mormug 
will walk back tomorrow morning and nine- 
ty-nine out of every hundred will work the 
sainwe hours and receive the same pay 4&8 
he did before he struck. 


For the first time since its conceptiom | 


organized labor came squarely in contact 
with the United States government, and 
while all questions of wages were satiefac- 
torily settled, the right of the employers to 
hire non-union or union men was insisted 
upon by the national representatives and 
acknowledged by the union men themselves. 

For twelve hours today the result of the 
painstaking expenditure of more than $120,- 
000 and the good name of the mighty nation 
were imperiled and endangered, whfle men 
who reaped the benefits of the expenditure 
of that money argued with the men who con- 
trolled over a question of 5 cents an hour 
and the rights of men to think and act as 
they please. It took cool heads and tem- 
perate blood to guide the dispute to a peace- 
ful issue. 

It was 10 o’clock tonight when the meeting 
between the council of administration and 
the representatives of the building trades 
council came to an agreement which is to 
continue throughout the entire period of 
the exposition, and under which further 
trouble is impossible. , 

The men have received the formal conces- 
sion of a minimum rate of wages and have 
yielded to the demand of the exposition 
oflicials that they may employe any man 
whether he is a member of any labor organi- 
zation or not. 

The first step looking toward peace was 
made this afternoon when a committee of 
the strikers was appointed to submit to the 
world’s fair council the following proposi- 
tion: That if the world’s fair council will 
agree to submit the differences between the 
men and the exposition to arbitration at 4 
o'clock p. m., April 12th, the building and

Resvlved, In the employment of workmen 
or artisans in the several trades represented 
by said executive committee for the per- 
formance of work under the direct charge 
and supervision of the world’s Columbian 
exposition, union organized labor shall be 
entitled to equal consideration with those 
of non-union and that the workingmen here- 
tofore employed by said exposition company, 
who have this day gone out on strike, shall 
not be refused employment hereafter on 
that account, it being the express purpose 
of the council that organized labor as such 
shall not be discriminated against, and 

Resolved further, That there shall be 
paid to every artisan employed by the expo- 
sition company at least the minimum wages 
prescribed for the trade in which he is em- 
ployed, and 

Resolved further, That an authorized rep- 
resentative or delegate of each trade shall 
be furnished with a pass entitling him to 
free admission to the grounds, and shall 
have the right to confer with the work- 
men of his trade at all times, provided such 
conference shall not materially interfere 
with or retard the work. 

Resolved further, That the concessions 
made in and by the foregoing resolutions 
are so made with the distinct understanding 
that they shall be accepted by said execu- 
tive committee as a full settlement and so- 
lution of the present_controversy; that the 
men who have gone on a strike shall return 
to work at once and that the provisions and 
stipulations of the said resolutions shall be 
and continue in force and be operative dur- 
ing the whole period of the exposition. 

The resolutions were at once signed by 
all members of the strikers’ executive com- 
mittee, representing 8,000 or 9,000 labor- 
ing men, and the trouble was over. It was 
a close call for The exposition, not only 
for its opening but for its success. The 
work of the men who struck today is near- 
ly all over and while they could not have 
ruined the fair, they might, by stopping 
the work, so delayed matters that the ex- 
position would have been incomplete by the 
[st of August. 

There was great relief expressed by both 
sides when the thing was over. 

To Unionize the Fair. 


The strike today was an attempt to union- 
ize the fair—nothing more. Labor leaders 
claimed that the world’s fair had not kept 
faith with them because they had refused 
to consider the making of a new agree- 
ment in the face of the fact that the major- 
ity of the contractors employed by the ex- 
position had already made arrangements 
with the men, which was entirely satisfac- 
tory to the latter. Nine out of every ten 
men who struck today were employed by 
contractors who were on a friendiy footing 
with them. Two years ago when the labor 
representafives niade demands that none 
but union men siould be employed at the 
fair, they were asked if they could guar- 
antee that the unions could furnish men 
at all times and work could be prosecuted 
without delay. After taking account of 
the stock, they were forced to confess that 
tie unlons Were hot strong enough to fur- 
nish all the men the exposition might re- 
quite. _ They were then informed by the 
national committee that they wouldn't dis- 
criminate against men because they were 
or were mm members of the labor union. 
This ended the argument ou the union 
question \and the matter fvas dropped by 
the committee On consent. There was an 
agreement that none but union men should 
be employed. 

Two weeks agd the labor unions put in 
the request tliat non-union men be dis- 
eharged. It was refused and from that 
time began the trouble. It is openly hinted 
and, on the other hand positively denied, 
that some members of the bosses’ associ- 
ation have winked at the strike because 
there were men on the ground employed 
at less than the terois required by . the 
bosses’ agreement. The men have an iron- 
clad agreement with the bosses 
binding. them not to ™ strike, yet 
they have struck, and’ none of 
the bosses seemingly are disturbed over the 
prospects. ; 

Labor Leaders to Blame. 


The strike is a strike of labor leaders, 
and not a ike of the men.

MORE TROUBLE AT THE MINES. 


A General Strike and Another Attack on the 
Convicts the Programme. 


Nashville, April 10.—It is quite generally 
conceded that there is possibl further 
trouble in the mining districts in May. It 
ig an open secret that a general strike is 
in preparation to take effect May Ist, and 
state and civil military authorities are pre 
paring for another attack on the convicts 
worked in the mines. Positions have been 
and are being strengthened, fortifications 
built and everything is being put in readiness 
for an attack. The legislature has passed 
a bill authorizing the governor to use the 
full force of the state to suppress disorders. 
It is not believed that the Tennessee miners 
are back of the movement to any great ex- 
tent but that the agitators from Kentucky 
are trying to manipulate the threatened 
strike so as to cause trouble. 

Hod Carriers Strike.

A FARMER LYNCHED 


For the Terrible Crime of Killing His 
Wife, 


A MOB GATHERED AROUND A JAIL 


After ‘a Prisoner Who Seems to Be 
Innocent. 


ANOTHER JAIL . UNDER GUARD. 


This Time in Kentucky—An Alabama Des- 
perado Captured—Arrest of a Man 
Supposed to Be a Murderer. 


Pickens, Miss., April 10.—J. Jeftcunts, a 
farmer living eight miles west of Hickens, 
was lynched last night by a mob for kiliumz 
his wife. Saturday Jeffcoats went *e the 
residence of a neighbor, named Allisou, and 
told a harrowing story about how scme 
unknown person had assaulted and fa:ally 
injured his wife with an ax. The alarm 
was given by Allison and an investigation 
of the neighbors soon fastened the crime on 
Jeffcoats, who confessed. 

When the news of the crime spreal! over 
the county yesterday, hundreds of fatiers 
flocked to the scene. The excitement he- 
came intense and a number of them winted 
to burn Jeffcoats at- the stake, but this 
idea was abandoned and the cower'ng 
wretch was dragged to a hickery tree and 
jerked into space.. The body was. then rid- 
died with bullets. 


BELIEVED TO BE THE MURDERER. 


The Arrest of the Man Supposed to Have 
Killed His Youag Companion. 

Richmond, Va., April 10.—(Special.)— 
James Lynch, the. white man arrested at 
Jarrett’s Station, near Petersburg on Sat- 
urday night by a posse of citizens, on the 
charge of murdering the one-armed man 
near Chester early Friday morning, is be- 
lieved by the authorities to be the gutity 
party. 

The tragedy referred to was very similar 
to one which occurred very near that place 
last November, in which a young man 
named Stephen F. Harris, of Brooklyn, was 
the victim, and it is thought by many that 
the murders were committed by .the sam: 
person. 

In an interview with the prisoner this 
evening at the Chesterfield courthouse, he 
admitted having been with the murdered 
man on the night that the crime was com 
mitted and that they were’cumping together 
in the woods. He said that he became ap- 
prehensive during the night that something 
was going to happen and he made up his 
mind to move on. His statement is gen 
erally discredited as he has told dff-rent 
stories in this directon. 

In his conversation with me he spoke of 
the similarity of this case to one iv flinois 
recently in which he was wanted for the 
murder of a man, who, he said, was kiJ'ed 
by being knocked off a trestle bya railroad 
train. He stated that he has bummed 
about the country for a mumber of years 
but that he lived for a while in Chicago. 
He refused to say what he did there. 

Lynch is an Englishman by birth and 


came to this country in 1809.

A DESPERADO SHOT. 


Manages to Work Hix Way Across the Coun- 
try Twenty-Five Miles, but Is Caught. 

Birmingham, Ala., April 10.- -‘Special.\— 
Jim Morrison, the head of the Mortiscn 
gang of outlaws in Bibb county, is badly 
wounded and hidden in the Bigbee swamps 
in Hall county. 

Last Friday a fine mule was tied in iLe 
woods near the Morrison haunts and sev- 
eral citizens sat quietly down to watch it. 
Saturday morning, about daylight, they saw 
Jim come, and as he was about to mount, 
they fired. The outlaw fell but regained his 
feet and made off. 

Yesterday a posse met some negroes who 
told them where Morrison lay mortally 
wounde@, but when they reached the spot 
his friends had :noved him. 

After that he was located in George 
Baker’s house, near Greensboro, and the 
sheriff and posse surrounded him. He was 
ordered to send out his gun first, which ie 
did. and then the posse marched in sauce 
tcok him. He is Lady wounded and nad 
‘wiggled’ twenty-five miles. He was shot 
by a fifteen-year-old Loy sho wus watchin, 
hig mule. Morison is an escaped convict, 
and half a dozen marders lie at the doors 
of his gang. 


BAD ON BURKEHART, 


The Man Who Claims He Has Clayton’s 
Murderer. 

Little Rock, Ark., April 10.—Chief of 
Police McMahon received two letters today 
—one from a citizen of Coahoma, Miss., 
the other from A. Potter, superintendent 
of a secret service company of Dallas, Tex., 
concerning Burkehart’s career in those 
towns. SS. A. Carder, of Coahoma, says 
that Burkehart was a telegraph operator 
at Lula in 1889; that he robbed an express 
package containing $40,000 and was driven 
out of town. He was arrested and sent 
to Clarksdale. While in search of some 
one to go his bond, found a hole in the 
sidewalk through which he fell. He sued 
the town for $1,000, but the suit was dis- 
missed. Detective Potter writes that he 
worked up a case against him several 
years ago at Malvern, where he was charg- 
ed with “doctoring”’ tickets for more than 
the tariff rate, pocketing the balance. 
Hickey, the alleged murderer of John M. 
Clayton, will be examined at Morrillton on 
Wednesday. -.Burkehart will then tell 
them who paid the $2,400 for the commit- 
tal of the murder. _

UNCLE SAM’S BIG COURT. 


Decisions Rendered Yesterday by the United 
_ States Supreme Coart. 

Washington, April 10.—In 1876 the regis 
ter of the treasury cancelled three regis 
tered United States $5,000 bonds belonging 
to the estate of Henry P. Woodward, of 
Shelby county, Tennessee, and issued new 
ones, the proceeds of which were paid 
throngh the Chemical National bank of 
New York, and the German National bank, 
of Memphis, to-J. A. Anderson, adminis- 
trator, and by him converted to his own 
use. Woodward's heirs brought suit 
against the banks to recover the money, 
alleging that the original bonds had been 
sold without due authority under the re- 
quirements of the law governing the trans- 
fer of registered bonds, and the supreme 
court of Tennessee gave judgments against 
the banks for $23,212. Thereupon they 
brought suit against the United States in 
the court of claims for the amount received 
by them for the bonds, alleging that the 
register had acted with them in the con- 
version of the bonds and that for his acts 
the government was liable. The court of 
claims decided against the banks and the 
supreme tOurt of the United States today 
affirmed its judgment. 

The United States appealed to the sw 
preme court from the judgment of the 
circuit court for Colorado, in a case involv- 
ing the sion of about 200,000 acres 
of land in Colorado patented to the Union 
Pacific Railway Company, but the supreme 
court of the United States said the judg- 
ment of the United States court was right 
and that the railroad company was entitled 
to the land. The case originated upon 
the act of 1869, authorizing the Union Pa- 
cific railroad (eastern division) to contract 
with the Denver Pacific railroad for the 
construction of its lines from Denver to 
Chevyenne. ‘ 

The supreme conrt today by Justice Field 
delivered its declaration npon the latest 
Ynoves in the Chicago lake front cases

‘BY THE UNITED STATES SENATORS. 


@ome Say They Make Serfs of 
Workingmen, 


(WHILE OTHERS SAY THEY ARE JUST, 


And in Accordance with the Interstate 
Commerce Act—Other Matters 
Before the Senate. 


Washington, April 10.—The decisions of 
Yudges Taft and Ricks in Ohio and Speer 
Jo Georgia in relation to the rights and du- 
ties of railroad employes came up in the 
senate today in connection with a resolution 
instructing the committee on interstate 
commérce to inquire into that and other sub- 
jects, and quite a long and interesting debate 
resulted, which had not closed when the 
senate adjourned. The remarks of Sena- 
tors rman and Voorhees as to the eifect 
of those decisions being to convert railroad 
employes into s aud galley slave, were 
criticised by . Platt as intemperate and 
merely tending to execite the passions of 

boring men. 

A resolution for a committee: to wait. on 
“the president and inform hin) that the senate 
is ready to adjourn gine die, .was offered 
and agreed to without question; but subse- 
quently a motion to reconsider was mate 
by Mr. Hoar and entered to be called up. 
hereafter. Mr. Hoar’s reason for moving 
to reconsider was understood to be his deter- 
mination, if possible, to force the senate to 
take action in the’ way of investigating Sen- 
ator Roach; of North Dakota. 

Resolutions to investigate Mr. Raoch’s 
ease and that of Mr. Power, of Montana, 
were offered by Senators Hoar and Chan- 
dier and went over. without action. In 
pureuance of the same purpose, Mr. Hoar 
su resisted a motion to proceed to 
executive business. : 

Mr. Hoar presented the petition of Joseph 
W. Ady for an investigation of the election 
of United States s¢nators from the etate 
of Kansas. Refe i 

Mr. Hoar algo offered a resolution direct- 
ing the committee on privileges and elec- 
tions tq examine the allegations recently 
made in the public press charging William 
N. Roach, a senator of the state of North 
Dakota, with certain criminal offenses com- 
mitted while cashier of a bank in the city 
of Washington, and to ascertain the facts 
and circumstances so as to enable the eom- 
mittee to determine and report what are the 
duties and powers of the senate in relation 
thereto. He said that the resolution had 
been agréed upon in conference with sen- 
ators on both sides of the chamber. He 
asked to have the resolution lie over for the 
present, and was so ordered. 

Mr. Chandler offered a resolution directing 
the committee on privleges and elections 
to examine the statement derogatory to the 
senator from Montana—Mr. Power—contain- 
ed in The Washington Post of the 29th of 
March, last, and to ascertain the facts so 
as to enable the committee to determine 
and report what are the duties and powers 
of the senate in relation thereto.

Also to inquire whether the system of clos- 
ing and sealing care engaged in the trans- 
portation of merchandise from one state to 
another, through foreign territory and from 
such foreign territory into the United States 
meeds to be modified; whether all railroads 
engaged in such traffic should be either re- 
quired to conform to all conditions of the 
interstate commerce act or prohibited from 
continuing in such transportation; also 
whether any modifiations should be made 
in the law concerning the relations between 
common carriers and their employes. 

Mr. Peffer thought that Judge Ricks’s 
recent decisien, which had been a good deal 
criticised by labor organizations, would be 

pproved by them when they came to under- 

tand better its scope and view in all its full- 
mess. It was the first great judicial declara- 
tion or principle concerning the relations be- 
tween employers and employes. It was a

@s much a common carrier as the railroad

IT WOULD WRECK IRISH INDUSTRIES

London, April 10.—There was but a 
thin attendance in the house of commons 
today when the discussion was resumed on 
the motion for the second reading of the 
Irish home rule bill. It was not until 
Joseph Chamberlain arose that the house 
assumed an aspect of interest and atten- 
tion. Mr. Chamberlain said that the bill 
proposed to. establish a brand new ‘consti- 
tution for Ireland. The prime minister 
asked them, continued Mr. Chamberlain, 
when the controversy would be settled, if 
the measure should be rejected. The whole 
question really was, would the bill settle 
the controversy? Was not Mr. Gladstone 
in too great a hurry and wasn’t he too im- 
patient to deal with the Irish difficulty? A 
new era had opened for Ireland with tle 
disestablishment of the Irish church. Then 
the agrarian question had been partly set- 
tled. Time ought tb be given to allow for 
the beneficial operation for these and other 
measures; but the prime minister said 
that Ireland was still discontented and 
that no progress toward conciliation had 
been made. if such,was the case, then the 
predictions of the prime minister regarding 
the meausre he had already promoted for 
Ireland had proved fallacious and threw 
discredit on similar predictions in regard 
to the present measure giving Ireland a sep- 
arate legislature. Probably, added Mr. 
Chamberlain, the people of England will 
accept the bill if they believed that it would 
enable them to get rid of their Irish ques- 
tion—(hear, hear)—but he feared it would 
do nothing of the kind. Mr. Gladstone 
had disregarded the rights of the minority 
and treated the most influential and pros- 
perous sections of the Irish people with 
contempt. 

He proposed to subject that section of the 
Trish people to such legislative conditions as 
would wreck their industries and expose 
the whole country to financial ruin. Not 
Ireland alone, but England equally had 
reasons to dreag the results ofthe meas- 
ure. 

Justin McCarthy, leader of the anti-Par- 
nellites,* ridiculed Mr. $Chamberlain’s 
prophecies of disaster. 

William Redmond, leader of the Parnell- 
ites, said that the bill had been discussed 
sufficiently by the house. 

Sir George Trevlynn, secretary for Scot- 
Jand, who followed Mr. Redmond, made an 
elaborate defense of the bill. 

After Ashmend Bartlett, conservative, 
had spoken against the bill, the house ad- 
journed. 


DYING BY HUNDREDS, 


The Famine in Kussia Worse Than Ever. 
Dead Bodies on the Roofs, 

Moscow, April. 10.—The famine in’ the 
European part of the government of Perm 
is worse than ever before. The poor are 
dying by hundreds. In the smaller villages 
the people have ceased trying to bury all 
the bodies. Relatives of the dead are often 
too weak to provide burial for their dead 
and so leave the bodies lying on the roofs of 
houses. Despite the severity of the laiv 
against secret societies and the prohibition 
of collection funds through officiale, private 
societies are forming to secure food and 
clothes for the sufférers. It is estimated that 
252,000,000 pounds of grain is required to 
alleviate the distress and keep the peasants 
in food until the next harvest.

EARTHQUAKE IN SERVIA. 


Thousands of Houses Wrecked—People 
Living in the Fielda. 


Belgrade, April 10.—An earthquake shock 
occurred in Servia early this morning. 
Great fissures were torn In the earth. Large 
streams of water and yellow mud still flow 
from the fissures. Thousands of houses and 
many churches have been wrecked. Public 
buildings have been rendered too dangerous 
for occupancy. In the districts where the 
heaviest shocks were felt the people fear 
to return to the villages and are living in 
the fields. 


Attack ona Cardinal. 


Vienna, April 10.—While Cardinal Vas- 
gary, primate of Hungary, was walking 
with his secretary, a well dressed young 
man rushed upon the cardinal and made a 
desperate attempt to stab him with a 
knife. The cardianl stepped aside and 
the secretary received two severe stabs 
at the hands of the assailant. The cardi- 
nal was: unhurt. The would-be murderer 
was arrested, but refused to give any in- 
formation as to his motive or identity. 

There seems no doubt that the at@empt 
te murder the cardinal was prompted by 
the intense struggle now going on in Hun- 
gary in relation to the civil marriage and 
baptism of children of mixed marriages, 
in which the cardinal is looked upon as 
the leader of the ecclesiastical party. 


Dublin, April 10.—Baron Houghton, lord 
lieutenant of Ireland, hag issued an order 
limiting the importation of arms and am- 
munition to Ireland. Arms and ammuni- 
tion must be imported only at certain 
ports, and all consignees must previous to 
consignement, obtain a permit for impor- 
tation from the customs officers, giving 
the particulars of the arms consigned. The 
customs officials are authorized to open 
packages suspected of containing arms 
or ammunition imported contrary to order. 


Mexico’s National Pawnshop. 


City of Mexico, April 10.—The national 
pawnshop of this city, which ig a govern- 
ment institution, is doing a flourishing bus- 
iness. The report just issued, shows that 
during the month of March, the shop loan- 
ed $169,699.50 to 25,822 individuals. The 
entire amount loaned on jewelry, etc:?, and 
deposited in the institution amounts to 
$1,204,723 .57. 

Shot at the King. 

London, April 10.—A dispatch from_Lis- 
bon says that while ‘ing Carlos was 
driving yesterday afternoon an attempt was 
made to assissinate him. A young man 
ran toward the carriage, began discharging 
a revolver and before the police could egeize 
him, fired a shot, which pas several 
feet above the king’s head. The young 
man was arrested and imprisoned.

* Macon, Ga., April 10.—(Special.}—Memo- 
ria] services were held at the Wesleyan 
Female college this afternoon in memory of 
George I, Seney, the Brevklyn philanthrop- 
ist, who died Friday night. The exercises 
were impressive and interesting. Presi- 
Rent W. C. Bass mode appropriate remarks 
and eulogistic resolutions on the life and 
character of the deceased were 
adopted. The main, memorial exer 
cises will be held on May _ 12th, 
when the anniversary of the birthday of 
Mr. Seney is celebrated at the college. 
Appreciating the gifts and noble Christian 
charocter of Mr. Seney, the faculty and 
students of the Wesleyan Female college, 
by sanction of the board of trustees, have 
adopted his birthday, which occurs on the 
12th day of May, as a regular college an- 
niversary, to be known in the calendar of 
Wesleyan as “Benefactor’s day,” and to 
be annually observed by suitable literary 
and musical exercises. On the first day of 
April, 1881, the wires flashed the glad in- 
telligence that Mr. George I. Seney, of 
Brooklyn, New York, had ‘given $50,000 to 
the Wesleyan Female’ college at Macon. 
The donation came unsolicited from an en- 
tire stranger, and a citizen of a northern 
state. It was the spontareous offering of 
a Christain philanthropist who, in his 
princely offering to education and humani- 
ty literally. knew “no north, no south, no 
east, no west.” His patriotic Janguage 
was: “We are one people. Your people are 
my people.” When asked if he bad any 
suggestions to make in regard to the build- 
ing, his answer was: “No, i only want you 
to construct a building which will make a 
pleasant and delightful home for the daugh- 
ters of the south.” The college building 
at the time of Seney’s first gift was a large 
and fine one, but with his money it was 
remodeled and modernized and made one of 
the handsomest college strucwires in the 
United States. dal 

In August, 1881, he added $30,000 to_ his 
previous gifts, with the request that $20,- 
u00 be set apart for the endowment of a 
chair in the college to be known as the 
“Lovick Pierce professorship. “For,” 
said he, “there is no man pborth or south 
whose character I admire more, and whose 
name and virtues I would prefer to perpet- 
uate.” How appropriate this tribute to 
Wesleyan’s oldest and most devoted friend? 
Desiring to honor and benefit southern wo- 
men, Mr. Seney could not have chosen a 
more fittig medium than by conferring honor 
upon the name and memory of woman’s 
warmest and most knightly champion. 
For such was Louvick Pierce, the early 
friend and most constant advocate of the 
higher education of woman. In all, Mr. 
Seney’s gifts to Wesleyan Female college 
amount to $125,000.

ABOUT A BRIDGE. 


A Lively Controversy Over One at Rome 
News Notes and Personals. 

Rome, Ga., April 10.—(Special.)}—The 
city council has taken a hand in the Oosta- 
naula bridge question and there seems to 
be some very lively litigation coming on 
account of that much disputed property. 

At the last meeting of the council ua res- 
olution was passed instructing City Attor- 
ney R. A. Denny to co-operate with the 
attorneys for Rt. D. Van Dyke et al, and 
if possible to have the temporary injunction’ 
restraining any and all persons from in any 
way interfering with the bridge, dissolved. 

The bridge now stands clused and has 
been so for nearly a year. It was built by 
the Rome Land Company, «nd when it be- 
gan to be considered unsafe about a year 
ugo, no owner could be found for it.. The 
land company had sold it or turned it over 
to the Kiome Street Railway Company, and 
by that company it was sold to the new 
street car company, who are now asking the 
courts to grant the injunction. The city 
had the bridge inspected and when it was 
reported unsafe, had it promptly closed. 

Phe board of county commissio)-rs made 
an effort to get control of the bridge in 
order to put it in repair and vpen it for 
public travel. This they fuiled +o ¢o and 
a few days ago a crowd of citizens went 
there with a torce of hands and preceeded 
to open the bridge and put it in rpair 
anuybow. ‘This brought a protest from Dr. 
Lawrence president of the Rome Street 
Railway Company and some hot words were 
passed between him and the citizens who 
were directing the work. Messrs. Dean & 
Smith, attorneys for the Kome Street 
Railway Company, immediately went be- 
fore Judge Henry and asked for an in- 
junction to stop the men from opening the 
bridge. A temporary order was granted 
and the final hearing will be next Saturday, 
and the fight will be a very hot one. 

The matter has greatly stirred up the 
city and it is expected that a vigorous ef- 
fort will be made to open the bridge. The 
parties concerned are writing long newspa- 
per cards about their respective sides of 
the matter. The ‘Tribune Sunday con- 
tained a card from Dr. Lawrence and the 
paper tomorrow will contain a large reply 
from Mr. R. D. Van Dyke.

Mayor Goodwin yesterday wrote one of 
the most interesting and important vetoes 
that has been prepared for the general 
council in a long time. 

And when the local legislature - meets 
next Monday the veto will be read. 

At the last meeting of the general coun- 
cil the committee on electric and other 
railroads presented a report recommending 
that the Atlanta Traction Company be al- 
lowed to cross the Forsyth street bridge 
upon the payment into the city treasury 
of $700 a year and the report was adopted. 

The repert was the outcome of a con- 
sideration of the question. Long before 
the time the report wag submitted the pe- 
tition of the Traction Company for per- 
mission to cross the bridge was sent to 
the general council and was referred to 
the committee on electric and other rail- 
roads. Mr. Peters,.chairman of that com- 
mittee, and other members gave the matter 
a consideration and reported in favor of 
allowing any of the street car lines in the 
city. to cross the bridge upon the same 
terms and conditions—the payment of 
$1,000 a year and the observance of the 
laws made by the genera! council relative 
thereto. Some of the members of the 
general council thought $1,000 tog much 
money and many smaller sums were sug- 
gested as substitutes, but the entire mat 
ter was recommitted to the committee and 
at the last meeting of the general council 
the committee handed in the report fixing 
the_price at $700, the same to be paid by 
all road& using the bridge. The same 
report gave any road in the city the right 
to use the bridge or rather it barred none. 

After the report of the ‘committee had 
been adopted by the general council the 
paper went to Mayor Goodwin with many 
others for his approval or veto. 

Soon after the paper came into the hands 
of the mayor he began an investigation of 
the question and yesterday that investiga- 
tion resulted in a veto of the ordinance 
or report which became practically the 
same as an ordinance after the general 
council had adopted it. 

And the mayor’s investigation resulted in 
a veto of the grant. So the entire matter 
will have to go back to the general coun- 
cil again. 

. Mayor Goodwin’s veto is a long one 
and is full of sound argument. He takes 
in it three broad grounds for refusing to 
give his signature to the act. The first 
Zeason he assigns for his veto is that the 
grant made is not one of equity. By the 
report the price of crossing the bridz is 
the same to all companies, it matters nJ 
whether one operates only a few lines an, 
another operates many lines or whether 
one has a great mileage and another a short 
or small mileage. In the next place the 
mayor thinks the grant even as made is 
unfair to the city because it is now practi- 
cally perpetual. He is of the opinion that 
the city ought to have the right to annul 
all the contracts by giving the city street 
car companies a year’s notice. ‘This he 
thinks the city should be allowed ‘as a 
right, because in the course of time the 
business of the street car companies over 
the bridge might interfere materially with 
any other use of the bridge. Mayor Good- 
Win thinks, too, that the city ought to re- 
tain in the contract with the street car 
companies, which may. go over the bridge, 
the right to regulate all travel over the 
bridge and the power to fix and arrange 
if necessary the schedules. 

“In making that veto,” said the mayor 
after the ink had dried upon the paper, “I 
want to be understood as not opposing any 
line whatever in the matter. I’m satisfied 
that when the council and the members of 
the committee come to look at the matter 
they will see that the matter has not been 
given the complete and thorough investiga- 
tion which the gentlemen composing this 
body usually give the affairse of the city.

MEETING OF THE GOVERNORS 


To Try and Turn the Tide of Immigration 
Toward the South. 


' Richmond, Va., April 10.—Gevernor 
F'shback, of Arkansas, who originated the 
idea of holding a convention of southern 
governors to consider plans by which immi- 
grants can be induced to permanently lo- 
cate in the south, arrived in this city to- 
day. Governor Fishback urges that the 
south has been debarred from securing an 
influx of capital and immigration by reason 
of the misrepresentations that have been 
made as to her social and political condi- 
tions, but the time is now ripe for neutral- 
izing the influence of such misrepresenta- 
tions. He suggests, among other things, 
that each southern governor prepare while 
here, or after his return home, a paper on 
his own state, the papers to be distributed 
by the thousands to the people who will 
go the world’s fair. 

Richmond was selected as the place for 
meeting for the reason that as the capital of 
the southern confederacy it is more closely 
identified with the south than any other 
southern city. As yet, no forma pro- 
gramme has been arranged for the conven- 
tion. which will not meet until next Wed- 
nesday. In addition to the governors, the 
convention will include in its delegates 
the commissioners of agriculture, and the 
president of the agricultural societies of 
the several southern states. The conven- 
tion is expected to meet Wednesday at noon 
in the senate chamber of the state capitol 
building. 

After adjournment. they will be given a 
luncheon at the confederate memorial ba- 
zaar, Which opens tomorrow night. Wed- 
nesday afternoon the distinguished guests 
will be driven around the city sight-seeing, 
after which they will dine with Governor 
McKinney at the executive mansion. The 
Westmoreland Club will entertain the goy- 
ernors in handsome style Thursday evening 
from 9 to 10 o’clock. EXvery member has 
the privilege of taking a lady, atid as there 
are over 300 members, a brilliant gather- 
ing will be present, including the beauty, 
wealth and fashion of the city. Governor 
being 7 5 of Arkansas, is here and Gover- 
nor McCorkle, of West Virginia: Tillman, 
of South Carolina: Carr. of North Caro- 
lina; and Foster, of Louisiana, are expected 
in the morning. 

Speaking of the convention, Governor 
Fishback gaid he would offer a motion in 
the meeting to the effect that President 
Oleveland be informed as to the condition 
of the south and asked to aid in any way he 
ean, the development of this section of the 
country.

- TWO FIRMS BID, 


But Only One Bid Was Considered by the 
Police Board. 

Last night’s meeting of the board of po- 
lice commissioners was a brief but busy 
one. Chairman English had to get off to 
New Work and business was rushed 
through. 

The most important business transacted 
was the letting of the contract for the 
spring uniforms for the policemen. Impor- 
tant as this was it did not occupy longer 
than five minutes. It had been settled 
before, as was stated in yesterday's paper. 
Chairman English, who had been looking 
after the matter of letting the contract, re- 
ported that only two bids had been re- 
ceived. 

And only one of these was in sight, that 
of Hirsch Bros. The bid of the Ames Com- 
pany, of ‘Kalamazoo, Mich., although 
four d4ollars less than the first 
uamed bid, never saw the commissioner’s 
room. Chairman English reported that he 
had looked into the matter and thought 
it advisable to recommend the acceptance of 


the Hirsch bid. 

“Tl am in favor of patronizing a home In- 
stitution,” said he. “You are in closer 
touch with them than with a foreign house, 
aud if anything should happen to be wrong 
you can have it righted without much 
trouble. Once before we let the contract 
for uniforms to a Cincinnati firm and the 
experience was not pleasing, nor calculat- 
ed to arouse a spirit of emulation. We re 
ceived very poor satisfaction and finally 
nad to take the clothes on the condition 
that they would deduct three dollars €rom 
the price of each suit of clothes. The bid 
of the other company is four dollars 
less than that of Hirsch Bros.” 

Hirsch Bros.’s bid was full uniforms, 
$18.75. Patrolmen who need part of a 
uniform can get it at the following prices: 
Coat, $10; vest, $2.75; pants, $6.75. 
bid of the Ames Compayy was not consid- 
ered at all. It was put in by Mr. Abell, 
u very excellent gentleman, a member of 
the governor's staff of his state, and a 
fine business man. His firm is celebrated 
as makers of military and police uniforms. 
He guaranteed to make the uniforms in 
conformity with the advertised require- 
ments, his bid being $14.75 per uniform, 

It was moved, after Chairman English 
had made his talk, that the bid made by 
Hirsch Bros. be accepted. This was pags- 
ed unanimously. 

Last year the spring uniforms cost the 
policemen $17.25. They were paid for: by 
the city then. ‘The council voted the pat- 
rolmen an increase in pay of fifteen cents 
per day to make up for the purchase of 
their uniforms. This increase will fall 
somewhat short of paying for the uniforms 
for the year. The total amount of the 
increase for the year will be $54.75, while 
the aggregate cost of uniforms, spring and 
summer and helmets, will be aes 

A petition from Patrolman Ozburn, who 
was dropped from the force at the recent 
election, asking that the board reinstate 
him on the force, was presented.. The pe- 
tition was signed by two or three captains 
and several sergeants.

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a dollar's worth of cotton or wheat, 
and the producer loses nothing, for his 
silver is worth a dollar in gold in the 
market where he has to pay his debts 
or purchase his supplies. This In- 
dian situation has a direct bearing on 
the condition of our own farmers. They 
are compelled to pay their debts in 
gold, but their cotton and their wheat 
are sold at prices fixed by the silver 
standard. 

When a farmer takes his products to 
market for the purpose of buying gold 
to pay taxes or settle his debts, he dis- 
covers at once that the result of his 
labor will not go as far as it used to. 
He cannot make his cotton or his wheat 
more cheaply, but he finds that he has 
to bring a great deal more of it to get 
Pa dollar in gold. This is due to the 
fact that gold has largely increased in 
value. The trouble is, it continues to 
increase in value, and the producers 
do not know where the process is to 
end.

The Decline in Prices. 
Mr. Trenholm in his book on “The 
People’s Money,” which is admirably 
written and carefully thought out from 


_ the goldbug point of view, strives hard 


to create the impression that gold has 
been made the standard of our motie- 
tary system because its value is fixed 
and stable. And yet no commodity 
has been subjected to more violent or 
frequent fluctuations. 

If, since it has been made the sole 
Standard of our system, it had display- 
ed the quality of stability, there would 
not now be an effort on the part of 
the people to restore silver to its old 
place in our currency. But the “honest 
dollar” has in reality become a dishon- 
est dollar. It is constantly increasing 
In value, constantly growing dearer. 
The goldolators are in the habit of de 
nying this plain fact most strenuously, 
and it is significant of the essential 
weakness of their position that they 
deal with this elemental and most im- 
portant feature of gold monometallism 
by merely denying its existence. 

Nevertheless, it is a fact that has 
made an impression deep enough in 
England to bring Into existence a party 
of bimetallism—a party that has at the 
head of it some of the most distin- 
guished statesmen of Great Britain and 
some of the most successful business 
men. And it is a fact that makes a 
deep and lasting impression on the 
minds of American farmers every time 
they offer their produce in the market 
for the purpose of buying gold with 
which to pay their debts. They may 
not know that the trouble at the bot- 


tem of the matter is the appreciation of . 


gold, but they know that money has 
become dearer because they cannot 
get as much of it for their products as 
formerly. Ten years ago, a bale of 
cotton was good for $50. Now a bale 
of cotton will fetch something over $30. 
So with all the great staple commodi- 
ties. It is truer to say that these com- 
modities are the measure of the value 
of gold than to say that gold is the 
measure of their value. They register 
its constant advance with as much cer- 
tainty as a sun dial registers the shad- 
ow cast by the sun. ‘Those who say 
that the price of everything has de- 
clined, while gold has remained fixed 
and stable, are to be compared with 
those who would say that the march of 
the shadow on the dial is due to the 
movement of the sun. , 

The Boston Herald, replying to a cor- 


‘respondent, undertakes to say that the 


fall in the price of silver has no relation 
to the fall in tie price of all the staple 
products of human industry, and the 
proof it offers is a statement to the 
effect that the decline in silver has been 
greater in twenty years than the de- 
cline in the price of other commodities. 
In point of fact, the proof shows that 
gold has increased in value steadily as 
compared with silver, while other com- 
modities have been affected to some ex- 
tent by the greater or less supply. The 
fact that we insist on as showing that 
gold has constantly increased in value 
is that the decline in prices has been 


- practically universal, and the decline 


is going on constantly. It is the one 
feature that attracts attention in all 
countries where gold is employed as 
the standard of value. 

How can it be known that this de- 
cline is not really a decline, but a sign 
of the increase in the value of gold? 
By the simplest and most satisfactory 
method known to the human mind—the

with each other, we perceive at once 
that there has been no change with re- 
spect to their relations with each other.

With the 
democratic leaders allon this line, back- 
ed by the whole party, and with the 
administration duly forewarned in re- 
gard to the policy of the opposition, 
the outlook grows brighter.

Democratic Tariff Reform. 

Editor Watterson, who was one of 
the authors of the tariff plank in the 
democratic platform, is not inclined to 
listen to any more compromises in re- 
gard to the reform of the tariff, and 
he is right. 

The question of protection has been 
disposed of. “We declare it to be a 
fundamental principle of the demo- 
eratic party,” says the democratic plat- 
form, “that the federal government has 
no constitutional power to impose and 
collect tariff duties, except for the pur- 
pose of revenue only, and we demand 
that the collection of such taxes shall 
be limited to the necessities of the gov- 
ernment, when honestly and economi- 
cally administered.” 

This is not only the democratic doc- 
trine, it is the democratic pledge clear- 
ly and distinctly made. The people 
endorsed it, and it must be redeemed. 
Protection does not enter into the 
scheme, and it will be found that there 
is small place in a revenue tariff for 
incidental protection. As Mr. Watter- 
son truly says, “every duty must be 
laid for revenue only, and where reve- 
nue begins, protection ends.” 

It is for this reason that the Ken- 
tucky platform-maker denounces the 
tariff measure framed by the reform 
club as a halting and time-serving meas- 
ure. That measure contemplates fill- 
ing a deficit with short time bonds. 
This is not tariff legislation at all, and 
is not contemplated by the democratic 
» pledge. 

The way to reform the tariff is to 
earry out the democratic platform. Mr. 
Watterson would abolish the sugar 
bounty and raise a revenue of $25,000,- 
000 by taxing sugar; if needed, $25,- 
000,000 by taxing coffee; and, in a pinch, 
$25,000,000 by taxing tea. With this, 
he would give a revenue tariff on wool- 
ens, on linens, on cutlery, on carpets, 
on clothing, on tools of every kind, and 
on household utensils of all descriptions. 

The Constitution is of the opinion 
that a graded income tax would enable 
the democrats to deal with the tariff 
in a still more thorough manner, for 
then the poor man’s breakfast table 
could be made essentially free. 


A Word for State Banks.

The protectionists, says our contem- 
porary, will die hard. They believe 
that protection is to their personal in- 
terest just as the free traders believe 
that free trade is to their personal in- 
terest, and as a matter of course this 
feeling makes the parties more ener- 
getic and persistent. The Voice says 
of the third party: 

It will grow. Its leaders will become wiser 
and become better political leaders. Some of 
the planks in the last populist platform— 
which repelled thousands upon thousands of 
voters—will be eliminated, as these people 
come to see that an ideal state of things 
cannot be expected. The present administra- 
tion may institute some reforms. As it has 
the executive and both branches of congress 
it must at least expect to be held rigidly ac- 
countable. But it will not fully meet the de- 
mands of the great majority of our farming 
population, simply because the average poli- 
ticilan has been taught a political economy 
that is radically different from the political 
economy that the farmer has been studying. 
Hence, even under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances, the populist cause will grow in 
strength. The disposition upon the part of 
the press and politicians of the old parties 
hot to recognize this is manifest, but that 
disposition, which brought consternation into 
fhe camps of gome of them, will again lead 
them to confusion. 

All this simply amounts to the 
declaration that the populists hope to 
see the democratic party fail to re- 
deem the pledges in its platform. They 
count on that failure to build up their 
party and enable it to enter the next 
campaign with a fighting chance. 

It is well to note the undercurrent of 
talk now gaing on in the camps of our 
opponents, but the only effect that it 
can possibly have will be to make the 
adininistration and all genuine demo- 
crats all the more determined to speed- 
lly carry out the tariff and financial re- 
forms promised in our platfarm. The 
pledges of the party will be redeemed, 
and the third party advocates will find 
out that they have been speculating in 
futures, without any basis of tangible 
assets. No party regaining the supreme 
control of the government for the first 
time in a generation would be guilty of 
the incredible folly: of ignoring the 
promises that carried it into power. 


A Graceful Thing to Do. 

President Cleveland has shown a dis- 
position to oecasionally look beyond the 
democrats who’ are seeking office, and 
make his own selection, and the ap- 
pointments thus made have generally 
been very satisfactory to the party and 
the country. 

We have nothing to say against of- 
fice-seekers—it is an honorable thing to 
seek an office, and any man has a right 
to do it—but we feel tempted to make 
a suggestion entirely in accord with 
Mr. Cleveland’s line of action. We 
have here in Georgia a brainy and 
sturdy democrat whose splendid ser- 
vices to the party deserve some fitting 
recognition. The Hon. W. Y. ‘Atkin- 
son, speaker of the house, was the chair- 
man of the state democratic executive 
committee in the campaign of last year. 
He sacrificed his private interests and 
gave his whole,time to the work of 
solidifying and strengthening the democ- 
racy of Georgia, and with such signal 
success that the third party organiza- 
tion suffered a disastrous defeat in the 
state and national elections. Mr. At- 
kinson showed himself to be a superb 
organizer. He had the confidence of 
his people, and he rallied them like a 


veteran, and the national democracy to | 


some extent reaped the benefit of his 
labor. 

The administration would do a grace- 
ful thing, and something that would be 
heartily appreciated in Georgia, ff it 
should tender Mr. Atkinson an appoint- 
ment in the diplomatic service. We

“Just because a quantity of fertil- 
jzers has been sold this year than 
jast is no reason for the belief that the cot- 
ion acreage is go much larger this year than 
it was last year,” remarked Howlett Join- 
er, fertilizer clerk of the department of 
agriculture at the state capito] yesterday. 

“The discussion along this line given by 
The Constitution is certainly one of the 
nose interesting matters the farmers of the 
state have been brought to consider for a 
jong time, for it is qa matter that vitally 
concerns them every one. But, while it 

»ems a Datura] presumption ‘that the more 
fertilizers used the greater will be the cot- 
on acreage, still it is erroneous, 

“It now seems that the cotton acreage 
of the present year will be sligitly more 
shan it Was last season, but at the same 
ime it will not be so vastly increased as 
night be taken’ from the vast amount of 

tilizers inspected, 

“The several inspectors of fertilizers who 
have been all over the state from this office 
ind that the truth of the situation is that 
he cotton acreage is but slightly increased 
bis year, In many regions of Georgia they 
ave found t the farmers have really 

t down the’ acreage of cotton below the 
wark reached last year.” 

“Why, then has there been so much fertil- 
ers inspected this year?’ was asked. 

“It is easily explained. You see the 
price of cotton seed went away up in the 
skies This year, inducing all of the farmers, 
or nearly all of#them to sell out their 
sed. The price went up to $25 and $30 
per ton. This was a great temptation to 
the farmers to sell. ‘The-result was that 
many of them sold so nearly out that they 
have not enongh cotton seed left them to 
put under their corn crops as a fertilizer. 
‘otton seed has heretofore been their chief 
corn fertilizer, and having sold out their 
cotton seed it Is easy to see that they 
would have to have more commercial! fertil- 
izers than usual] for their corn planting. 
This. in a great measure, accounts for the 
great increase in the sales of fertilizers. 

“Not only this, the farmers have, in many 
instanees, exchanged their cotton seed for 
fertilizers direct, just for planting corn, 
and jn this way itis found that the increas- 
el.sale of commercial fertilizers maens, nine 
times out of ten, that the farmers are plant- 
ing 2 largeyerain crop this year, The truth 
is that the Increase of fertilizer sales before 
Christmas, away back yonder in the fall 
was four times nr than ft was last 
ear at that time, and how could this have 
ny effect upon the cotton acreage what- 
rer. it being in the fall and almost before 
the last cotton crop was gathered. It was 
wght for fertilizing grain. There has 
son a great amount of grain sown by the 
yeorgia farmers this year, and it becomes 
ore and more evident as the years go 24 
that the farmers of this part of the sout 
et least are learning the lesson that has 
en taught them by such long experience 
olive at home. They are going for a d 
coop of home products this year and it is 
ruly very gratifying. | 
“Still another very strong argurhent that 

the increase of fertilizer sales means an in- 
crease in grain crops, not cotton, is that meat 
is so high. Meat has gone up to wonderful 
prices. It necessitates a much larger corn 
crop than has heretofore been planted. The 
deduction is clear. It means that the farmers 
see what is uhead of them and they have 
heen planting much larger corn crops than 
they did last vear and the year before. 

“It is altogether wrong to believe that 
the cotten acreage:has: been so vastly in- 
creased just because the sales of fertilizers 
have been so much greater 'than they were 
last year. It is the opinion of the inspectors 
of fertilizers from this office whose duty it 
has been to go all over the efate to look into 
fhis matter, that the cotton acreage in the 
state of Georgia will be but little, if indeed 
any greater this year than it was last season. 
T am confident that this will be shown up 
by the regular report of the commissioner of 
acriculture when it is compiled with abso- 
lute accuracy from the reporters of the de- 
partment all through Georgia.”

Circumstances make out a ve 
case against Mims, though it is altogether 
possible that he is an innocent man. On 
the morning after the midnight assault up- 
on - Dalrymple, a large searching par- 
ty was organized and the very woods were 
scoured in an effort to find the guilty men. 
Great indignation was felt over the murder- 
ous attack, and it was said that if the men

. had been found the next day they would 


have fared badly. 

Tracks were found by the searching party 
leading away from the Dalrymple home, 
and one man was traced by the impression 
left by his ae extremities to within 100 
ee of Mims’s house. Naturally, 

ims was at once suspected of having a 
hand in the affair, and his not very savory 
reputation in the past gave color to the 
Suspicion. Mims was called out and the 
tracks leading from the Dalrymple house 
compared to his big foot. ‘They corres- 
ponded exactly, the foot being of the va- 
riety known as slew foot, and the tracks 
having been made by that kind of feet. 

When questioned Mims did not give a 
very good account of himself and was 
carried before young Dalrymple, who was 
not quite sure, but was rather of the — 
ion that Mims was the man who gave hfm 
the hard fight for the possession of the gun 
and who tried to shoot him. A warrant 
was sworn out for Mims on the charge of 
assault with intent to murder, and he was 
carried before a justice of the peace and 
committed to jail to await trial. It is be- 
lieved that Mims is guilty and that the other 
two negroes will soon be found, although 
Mims strenuously denies that he had any- 
thing to do with the murderous affair.

Maxwell 
was given three months in the Atlanta 
jail and Britt was given one. They 
cheerfully went to jail to serve out their 
sentences and it was not noticed by them 
or by any one else that in the official pa- 
pers sent down from the United States 
court that the sentence of three months 
was given to Britt and Maxwell was down 
with one month. : 

Today Britt’s sentence expires, but as 
stated above unless something is done, Max- 
well will go free and he will have to re- 
main in jail and serve out Maxwell’s time. 
He was very much agitated over the out- 
jook yesterday and sent for an attorney. 
Maxwell is sick and takes things easily. 
He will go out this morning unless the er- 
ror is righted.

Lewis Redwine was not at home to vis- 
itors yesterday.

It has been the good luck of every mur- 
derer who has killed people at the ncw 
waterworks to escape. The murdevers whe 
killed three negroes on one Sunday Jast 
summer have never been caught. The no- 
torious Black Diamond was among them, 
and he is still at liberty and lias been since 
he did the shooting. Something should be 
done to reform the lawless place. 

Two Men Cut Glozier. 


Tom Glozier, a young man whose home is 
at Bellwood, was taken to the Grady hos- 
pital at a late hour Saturday night with se- 
vere knife wounds in several parts of ))s 
anatomy. He said he was unable to tell 
who cut him, that he was attacked froin 
behind while he was not looking and 
knocked down and severely beaten and 
cut. 

Patrolman Cain found Glozier bleeding 
and in a dangerous condition. He sent 
him to the hospital with all possible baste 
He heard Glozier’s story and then proc Jed 
to investigate the case.

The negro stepped up ‘to 
Glozier and began cutting him. Glozier 
wheeled around scd faced ths negro 4s 
soon as he felt the keen blade of the ku’fe. 
As he wheeled around the white men 
knocked him to the ground with a heavy 
stick, and continued to beat him a‘ier he 
fell, They left Glozier pretty badly done 
up, and made their escape. The officers 
are looking for the men.

THE INDIAN WAR VETERANS 


And Their Widows Do Not Need Attorneys 
in Washington to Get Their Pensions. 

Washington. April 7.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: In you issue of the 6th instand 
J. H. Brightwell, M.D., of Maxey’s, Ga., asks 
you to “tell the poor old Indian soldiers and 
their widows how to get their pensions, with- 
out paying a Washington lawyer more than 
25 per cent of what the goverument allows 
them.’’ 

I am glad that I can give the information 
that Dr. Brightwell calis for. There is no 
necessity for these pension claimants to pay 
one cent to any Washington lawyer. Under 
the act granting pensions to the survivors of 
the Indian wars and their widows, which be- 
came a law July 27, 1892, the services of an 
attorney at the seat of. government are not 
needed. Those claimants who have employed 
lawyers in Washington will, of course, have 
to pay those lawyers whatever fee has been 
agreed upon they will have to carry out their 
contracts, but they need not have made any 
such contracts. ‘ 

When an attorney have been employed and 
no fee has been agreed upon, the'law does nob 
allow such attorney more than $10. It a fee 
has been agreed on between the claimant and 
the attorney, the law secures such fee to the 
attorney. 

But, 1 repeat, there is no need to employ 


' an attorney in Washington in these cases. ‘The 


method of procedure is very simple. The 
person whg wants to apply for a pension 
should write to the commissioner of pensions, 
stating what kind of penstun is to be applied 
for, and asking for a blank application. This 
blank will be promptly sent to the person ap- 
lying. In filling it out the services of a home 
awyer or some court oflicer may be needed 
in order to iusure legal accuracy; but I sup- 
pose most lawyers and court officers “at 
home would do this service free of charge. 
Even if a Washington lawyer is employed 
this work of filling out a blank appl cation 
must be done at home; it cannot be done in 
beat emp St , 
ter the application is filled out, the nex 
thing to be done is to get it into the pnahde 
office in Washington; and a 2-cent postage 
stamp will do this as well as the ablest law- 
yer in the United States. When the applica- 
tion is received at the pension office it is filed 
and, in its turn, it comes up for examination 
If, on examination, of the application any 
necessary evidence is found lacking, ‘or if 
there is any other defect in it,the pension bu- 
reau will promptly notify the applicant of it 
and advise fully as to what is heeded to make 
‘the matter complete. The applicant can fur- 
nish the additional evidence, or whatever is 
needed by mati just as well as through a 
Washington lawyer. In fact, about the only 
thing that the Washington lawyer can do is 
to receive letters from the applicant and send 
them to the pension office; and receive let- 
ters from the pension office and send them to 
the applicant, and finally to collect his fee 
He is an unnecessary go-between. There is 
ne rule of the pension bureau, that requires

ENGINEER BROWN LOSES HIS LIFE. 


Twelve Coaches Wrecked—Trafic Block- 
aded All Day—A Strange 
Presentment. 


Engineer Elijah Brown lost his life in an 
accident on the Richmond and Danville 
road yesterday. 

' His remains will be brought to the city 
on the 8:15 train this morning. 

Engineer Brown lived at 137 Crew street. 
He-was at home all day Sunday, and went 
out on the midnight freight Sunday night. 
All day long he had a presentment that 
something was impending over him. One 
of the last things he~said before leaving 
home to go on the run was: 

_ “Every time I go out I have the feeling 
that something will happen.” 

Hardly had the words died away from 
the minds of those who heard him before 
a telegram was received by his devoted 
wife, telling her of the accident, and sum- 
moning her to the side of her wounded hus- 
band. Later a telegram was received from 
her that her husband was dead. 

The, story of the disaster is told in the 
following dispatch: 

Taccoa, Ga., April 10.—(Special.)}—The 
north-bound freight train, No. 40, was 
wrecked at the eighty-six mile post, seven 
miles south of here, this morning. 

It resulted in the destruction of twelve 
cars and the loss to the brave engineer 
of his life. 

Conductor Walter Brown was in charge 
with Mr. Elijah Brown at the throttle. 

Stood to His Post. 

The train was turning a sharp curve when 
the engine left the track and turned com- 
pletely over. Engineer Brown stuck to his 
post and went over with his ponderous ma- 
chine. He was badly hurt and was brought 
immediately to Toccoa, where everything 
that Drs. McJunkin and Davis could do was 
done for the sufferer, but of no avail. He 
died at 6 o’clock this afternoon. His wife 
came from Atlanta on the vestibule at 3:30 
o'clock this evening, and was at his bedside 
when his death occurred.

‘Weatures of the Speculative Movement ia 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, April 1@—The majority ot the board of 
trade shorts bad reason for rejoicing at the close of to- 
day’s market. The exception was in the case of those 
short of May wheat, That particular delivery closed 
4c higher than it did on Saturday. The clique were 
not sellers of May wheat. They were merely teasing 
the shorts, and it has now become with the latter a 
question of ability to put up margins. That ability 
will apparently be severely tested in the next two 
weeks. A bulge of 2'4c was witnessed during the day 
in May wheat. Pardridge seemed to be the leading 
buyer, and had half a dozen brokers in the market 
taking all they could get, while some small fry was 
also freely buying with little for sale. The clique has 
so far been doing nothing. It has not aided the ad- 
vance, except that it has not sold toany extent. It is 
generally admitted, however, that it holds the winning 
card, and has only to refuse to sell to put prices much 
higher. The point was out Saturday that May would 
be \%c up today, and it has been very near that figure 
all day, having sold from 81% c to 8ic. It has great pos- 
sibilities apparently, and many would be surprised if 
it should not go to $1 before the close of the week. In 
July there was less business and very little excitement 
with prices ruling weaker than on Saturday. This was 
due to the fact that general rains were reported 
throughout Kansas, Missouri, Nebraska and southern 
Illinois. As the bull feeling had been built up on dry 
weather in these districts, the report of rains] relieved 
the situation; but advices on this score were contradic 
tory—the weather map did not show them, and many 
doubted their existence. Cables were higher, the 
Michigan crop report was a bad one and the visible 
supply decreased 360,000 bushels, but the amount on 
ocean passage showed an increase of 1,160,000 bushels. 
The expected issue of the government crop report was 
a restraining influence. The scalpers and smaller 
traders were generally desirous of straightening up 
their trades in view of more than unusual uncertainty 
resulting from the fact that this was the first govern- 
ment report since Mr. Dodge’s decapitation. 

A good deal of tne evening up was indulged in by 
coin traders, longs selling and shorts covering. A 
prominent local trader was credited with purchases of 
May to the extent of 200,000 bushels, and a large re- 
ceiving and eleyajor concern was supposed to have 
disposed of a like amount. Initial trades wereatrifie 
under the closing quotations of Saturday, but it was 
not long under quite a brisk demand, before an ad- 
vance of 2c took place. The market afterwards ruled 
easy with wheat, closing with a slight Joss,

Mr. E. E. Rawson, one of Atlanta’s 
pioneer citizens, and a man who lived with- 
out reproach in this community, is dead. 

He died peacefully at the residence of 
his son-in-law, Judge T. P. Westmore- 
land, yesterday morning at 8:50 o'clock. 
The members of the family were all pres- 
ent, having been summoned to his bedside 
the afternoon before in apprehension of a 
fata] termination of his illess. 

The readers of The Costitution were 
apprised of the change in Mr. Rawson’s 
condition last Sunday morning, at which 
time it was intimated that his physicians 
entertained no hope of his recovery and 
his death was simply a question of a few 
hours. It became evident to the members 


of the family Sunday evening that Mr. 
Rawson's death could not “be delayed be- 
yond the night. They were therefore con- 
stantly in attendance around his bedside 
until the end came yesterday morning and 


the soul of the good man wenf out into the 
bright forever. 

The figure of M>. Rawson, tall and erect, 
was familiar to nearly every one in Atlan- 
ta. He was frequently on the street, 
though of late years his movements about 
the city were made in his buggy and he 
never failed to attract attention by his 
graceful carriage and dignified demeanor. 
He enjoyed good health until the latter 
years of his life and was-a man of great 
activity and capacity for work. 

A full account of the life of Mr. Rawson 
has already appeared in this paper, and 
without repeating facts, it is proper to say 
by way of generalization that Atlanta has 
seldom witnessed a more remarkable and 
active career than that of this enterpris- 
ing and public spirited citizen. 

‘or more than forty years he was a po- 
tential factor in the growth of this city, 
coming to Atlanta before the war, and 
identifying himself with all of the move- 
ments which have fruited in her perma- 
nent prospérity. 

As a business man, Mr. Rawson was the 
possessor of great talent. He was a born 
economist and in all of his transactions 
he displayed remarkable judgment, associ- 
ated with absolute integrity and a careful 
observation of the rights of other men. Asa 
Christian, his life was exemplary and his 
conduct was always regulated in such a 
manner as to be in strict accord and har- 
mony with his belief. He was one of the 
briginal members of ‘Trinity Methodist 
thurech of this city and remained an active 
and devout member of that denomination 
until the day and hour of his death. His 
loyalty to his church asserted itself even 
in his last moments. 

Review of His Tilneas. 

Mr. Rawson has been in declining health 
fo> several weeks prior to his death. Noth- 
ing serious, howevet, ‘Was thought of his 
inaisposition until a few days ago, when a 
change occurred which excited the alarm of 
his family and caused them to realize that 
his iife was in imminent danger. He con- 
tinued to grow worse until the end came 
yesterday morning, surrounded by the mem- 
bers of his family and household. 

Several days ago when the revival ser- 
vices at Trinity church began, Mr. Rawson, 
who was too ill to leave his room, sent 
word to the pastor, Dr. Lewis, that he 
was profoundly interested in the services 
and would be with him in 
spirit every night. As a proof 
of his religious zeal in spite of his 
illness, he agreed to sit up every night to 
hear the news of the good work that was 
going On at the church. In this way he 
could fancy himself at the service and avail 
himself of some of the benefits to be derived 
from listening to the word of God. 

Ths was characteristic of the man. He 
rarely missed the services of the church, 
and took a special delight in all of the ap- 
pointments of the sanctuary. He contrib- 
uted liberall¥ of his ample means to the 
support of the church and the furtherance 
of all its benevolent and missionary move- 
ments. He was a devout and goully man, 
ani the influence of his strvnz positive 
example will be felt in this community efter 
mnany moons have waxed and wanad. 

iSembers of the Fumily. 

Mr. Rawson leaves a large family, ecn- 
sisting of a wife and nine children, in addi- 
tion to quite a number of grandchildren. 
His children who survive him are Mrs. 
John Ray, Mrs. Judge W. R. Hammond, 
Mrs. Henry 8, Johnson, Mrs. Judge T. P. 
Westmoreland and Messrs. Edward E., 
Charles A., William C., Sidney J., and 
Lewis L. Rawson. His wife, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth W. Rawson was a sister of Judge 
Marshall J. Clarke. 

The family of such a man, as might nat- 
urally be supposed, ‘vas influenced to a 
marked degree by his formulas of home gov- 
ernment as well as by the rigid piety which 
he exhibited. As a consequence, the mem- 
bers of his household have «ll of them em- 
braced Christianity, and most of them are 
earnest and active *vorkers in the church. 

Arrangements for the Funeral. 

The funeral arrangements have not as yet 
been fully completed. The services, how- 
ever, will occur from Trinity church tomor- 
row morning and will be largely attended.

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THE BEAUTIFUL “WIGWAM” HOTEL 


Preparations Being Made fora Heavy Bus- 
inéss This Season—The Keeley In- 
stitute and Other Matters. 


Indian Spring, April 10.—This noted 
health resort is destined to rival any in the 
south in popularity with health and pleas- 
ure seekers. 

This fact is demonstrated by the number

his, no amount of individual or syndicate 
money has been able to buy, and her faith 
is pledged to keep it for all time.

Thirty or forty yeurs ago it was the 
most generally patronized health resort in 
this section of the south.

FLORIDA CENTRAL AND PENINSULAR. 


President Duval Talks About the Condition 
of the Road and the Outlook. 


Savannah, Ga., April 10.—(Special.)— 
(here will be a meeting of the president, 
Vice president and engineers and contrac- 
tors concerned in the construction of the 
Florida Central and Peninsular railroad 
here tomorrow to arrange for terminal fa- 
cilities. President H. R. Duval, of that 
road, was seen by a representative of The 
Constitution today. In regard to the term- 
inal arrangements, he said: 

“Tho it has not been settled definitely 
it is highly probable that we will use the 
termina! facilities of the Central, both “wa- 
ter front and depot. It will be money in 
the pocket of the Central, and while we 
have plenty to procure our own terminal fa- 
cilities in any event, we prefer to make 
that arrangement, as we are friend:y to 
the Centra!.. Unless Plant, our competi- 
tor, has a say in the matter and I do not 
think he has, this arrangement will un- 
doubtedly be made. However, that will 
be decided perhaps tomorrow.” 

In regard to the rumored gale of the road 
to the Plant system, President Duval 


“Our road is saleable and if we are offer- 
ed our figures fdr it_we would sell to Mr. 
Plant or anybody else. There have been 
several propositions made by Plant to buy 
the Florida Central and Peninsular, bxt 
none have been acceptable or satisfactory 
to us and all have been declined. There 
is no proposition to buy the road @eing 
considered now. Ours is a small road and, 
in the nature of things, may be swallowed 
in the course of time by a larger system. 
It may be the Richmond Terminal, may be 
the Central or it may be the Plant system. 
Sueh is the natural course of small roads 
and systems, and such is liable to be the 
future of the Florida Central and Peninsu- 
lar, though from the outlook now there 
will be some lively competition between 
our line and Mr. Plant’s.’ 

_ This road is well under way. Half of 
the 113 miles is now graded and ready 
for track. Rsils will be laid from this 
point within two weeks. Twenty engines 
of nineteen and twenty to twenty-four-inch 
cylinders have been ordered and the rails 
mre all to be seventy-pound steel. Tomor- 
row’s conference will probably decide defi- 
nitely about the Central furnishing termi- 
mal facilities. ‘

Utterly Groundiless.

A GRAND JUROR DROPPED YESTERDAY. 


Only Two Witnesses Were Be'ore the 
Grand Jury Yesterday—Mr. Jack 
Spalding the Main Witness. 


——————— 


The Redwine investigation appears to 
have been completely turned over and a 
new start made yesterday morning under 
the regime of Colonel James. 

The United States grand jury met at 10 
o’clock yesterday morning but it was an 
hour before that body called a witness before 
it, the first hour being given to a consulta- 
tion between the district attorney and the 
grand jury. 

Captain Jackson was in the United 
States courtroom from 10 o’clock until 11 
o'clock, attempting to have some disposi- 
tion of the Richmond and Danville cases. 
Tn some way, however, it seemed that he 
and Judge Newman failed to arrive at the 
same point of-view. Captain Jackson in- 
sisted that the cases should go over for 
two weeks, and the judge ruled that one 
week was a sufficient postponement.  Final- 
ly the greater portion of the cases were 
referred to Mr. W. D. Ellis, as special 
master. The other cases have as yet not 
been. disposed of. 

Immediately after Captain Jackson left 
the courtroom, he joined Colonel James, 
who had introduced his assistant, Colonel 
Rucker, to the grand jury, and the first 
witness was called before that body. 

A number of witnesses had been subpe- 
naed by the = gfind = jury. Among 
them were Steve Ryan, John F. Ryan, 
Joe F. Gatins, W. Grant, D. W. 
Rountree, Mack D. Marsh, N. J. Ham- 
mond, George Stone, Edward S. McCan- 
dless, R. J. Lowry, J. W. English, Paul 
Romare, Charles Ryan, C. E. Currier, 
Frank Wheat and John Wheat. 

The first witness called before the grand 
jury was Mr. Jack Spalding, but he did 
not enter the jury room until one of the 
grand jurors had been dropped off. The oc- 
casion of his being left off was Judge New- 
man calling the district attorney's atten- 
tion to the fact that one of the grand jurors, 
Mr. Martin Amorous was a large deposi- 
tor in the Gate City bank. He suggested 
that it would be best to drop Mr. Amo- 
rous, which was done. 

While in the courtroom Captain Jackson 
had in his hand the seven presentnients 
that had been gotten up by him and Colo- 
nel Darnell, but these presentments will not 
be presented. It comes from good authori- 
ty that the reason of these prsentiments 
not being handed to the grand jury wis be- 
cause of the fact that Mr. Amorous was 
ou the grand jury at the time the ivesti- 
getions were maue and it was feared that 
their legality might be attacked, 

Lawyer Jack Spuaiding as a Witness. 


Before going into the grand jury room 
Mr, Spalding said that he would not ask to 
be eacused, but intimated that rather than 
divulge anything that had passed between 
himself and Kedwine he would put himself 
in ‘gina of the grand jury and go to 
jai 

Mr. Spalding and the grand jury evident- 
ly made it interesting for each other, for 
he was in the grand jury room for over two 
hours. About half an hour’ before Mr. 
Spalding had finished his testimony Colonel 
James caine out into the hallway and ap- 
proached the Witnesses who had gathered 
together and told them that they were ex- 
cused until 10 o'clock this morning. 

Then he returned to aid:in pumping Mr. 
Spalding for any facts that that gentleman 
might have in his possession, and when the 
atmosphere had somewhat settled it seems 
that the grand jury was im __ pssession 
of any communication that Redwine had 
made Mr, Spalding. Before Mr. Spald- 
ing had finished his testimony Captain Iing- 
lish came up and sent in a note to the grand 
jury asking that he be permitted to testify 
at once as he was obliged to leave the city 
today. The foreman and the district at- 
torney consented and Mr. Spalding retired 
for a few minutes while Captain English 
gave in his testimony. 

The grand jury announced that Mr. 
Spalding would not be needed any more 
and they gentleman left the building. 

Mr. Spalding did not care to enter exten- 
sively into the testimony he had @ven be- 
fore the grand jury, but did say that he told 

what transpired between Lewis Redwine 
and himself, 

“I did tell what passed between us,” said 
Mr. Spalding, “but it was not my intention 
to have done so when I entered the jury 
room. The only persons who could have 
been been affected by it outside of Red- 
wine did not wish me to remain silent.’ 

Who these persons were, however, Mr. 
Spalding would not say. 

Captain English remained in the grand 
jury room about thirty minutes, and when 
he camé out the grand jury adjourned until 
10 o'clock this morning. 

“T told just what T did before.” was the 
only statement that Captain English would 
make.
